SPLIT NECKS 


I’ve been getting a lot of split necks 
lately. After all the years I’ve been shoot- 
ing, I’m not about to ask you why they 
split because | appreciate that expan- 
sion and contraction of the brass 
coupled with its temper are the most 
common causes. 

The splits, as far as | know, always oc- 
cur during firing, never during neck 
down or during the bullet seating opera- 
tion. Now then, when does it split? 
Before the bullet enters the barrel? At 
_ the same time, or long after the bullet is 
gone? If the neck splits before the bullet 
is aligned with the bore there is achance 
we could get a flyer. Do you know what 
the effects of a split neck are on the 
group? 

| note that split neck cases can be 
renecked as usual. The die closes up the 
crack and the bullet is held firmly in 
place. Perhaps this is a new way of get- 
ting uniform tension. Maybe one of our 
readers has reloaded cases with split 
necks and can report on the results. 

Finally, is there any way of detecting 
an incipient neck split? 

x * % 

My own opinion is that the necks can 
split any time. If yours are splitting dur- 
ing firing it is probable that they are 
splitting before the bullet has left the 
case. | have had split necks very seldom 
so my experience is limited. | have not 
experienced a flyer from a split neck. 

The reason | say they can occur any 
time is that older ammunition can just lay 
there and split. Much old military am- 
munition has this disease out of the con- 
tainer. 

Split necks are caused by what the 
metalurgists call, ‘“cold working.” Most 
of the time benchrest shooters ex- 
perience split necks if the chamber neck 
is too large or the neck sizing die is too 
small. If these two items are correct

cases should go at least 50 firings with- 
out difficulty. 

The latest thing on this is that some 
shooter gunsmiths have arranged the 
case-chamber fit and neck wall thick- 
ness so that no resizing is necessary. 
Red Cornelison did this by leaving a 
shoulder in the case neck on which the 
bullet sits. Jim Stekl says if you have a 
neck wall thickness of .010” to .0105” 
and a chamber clearance over the 
loaded round at the neck of .001” to 
.0015” on the diamter you will not need 
to size the necks. 

| know of no way one can detect a split 
neck in advance.

6-5 AT 300 METERS 


We are two guys who intend to build 
our own 300 meter standard rifles in 6.5 
by 55 caliber. At the present we are look- 
ing for a good action. 

Ralph Stolle’s Panda looks to be a 
good one. We believe that Shilen’s DGA 
and the Stolle are the best actions avail- 
able today. Do you agree or are there 
others that will be nice for 300 meter 
competition? 

There are a lot of bedding compounds 
on the marketplace now. Can you 
recommend a good one? 

Do you think we can get a barrel of 
good quality from these makers: 
McMillan, Shilen, Hart or Atkinson? 

Do you think we can get .8 MOA with 
our rifles? Have you any advise about 
getting that accuracy or better? 

* * * 

My experience with the 6.5 if fairly ex- 
tensive. | am using two 6.5 rifles on the 
6mm Rem. case for our Metallic 
Silhouette shooting. This cartridge is as 
close as one could get to the 6.5x55 
using an American Case. My load with 
the Sierra Match King 140 gr. and the 


Norma 139 grain Match is 45.5 gr. of Nor- 
ma Magnum Rifle Powder. This powder 
is very much like the old N205. | am sorry 
to report that no lots of 140 gr. Sierria 
Match King | have used will equal the 
Norma 139 gr. The velocity in a 27 1/2” 
barrel with this load is close to 2800 
ft/sec. Accuracy in a 10 Ib. rifle runs 
minute of angle or slightly over. 1/2 
minute of angle is available in both rifles 
with my homemade bullets from 90 gr. to 
120 gr. weight. 

An 8” twist is required for the 140 gr. 
bullets. A 12’’ twist handles the 90 to 120 
gr. with the best accuracy. | am using 
Hart barrels. | prefer them. 

With the match bullets of good weight 
presently available you will not be able 
to get .8 minute of angle consistently. 
Your best groups might approach .8, but 
your averages will be considerably 
larger. 

My rifles are on the Rem. 40X repeat- 
ing actions. The single shot solid bottom 
40X is better, but our rules require a re- 
peater. A single shot might improve ac- 
curacy by 5%. A heavier rifle with a 
Stolle action might improve the ac- 
curacy by 10%. 

Jim Stekl uses ‘‘Devcon F”’ with good 
success for bedding of all types. If a 
glued in barrel or action is contempl- 
ated, any of the epoxy cements will 
work. Devcon F has a little more 
aluminum filler than is required for good 
cementing action.

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1977 NATIONAL SILHOUETTE 


Dr. Bill Berkley shot a77 x 120 to win 
the National Metallic Silhouette Tourna- 
ment at Phoenix, Arizona Black Canyon 
Range on Sept. 5. The tournament lasted 
three days ending on Labor Day. Tem- 
peratures ran as high as 106 degrees F. 

The tournament was run beautifully. 
The range was not quite large enough to 
handle all who wanted to shoot. 
However, it was big enough to handle 
288 shooters. Approximately 20 were 
turned away. 


40 shots per day, temperatures run- 
ning as high as they were, really tested 
the ability and endurance of this large 
crowd. 

One discordant note crept in. Karen 
Monez, Army Reservist, had her rifle dis- 
qualified by the NRA representative. 
Since sporting and target rifles are not 
that well defined in the rules, most of the 
shooters were very unhappy with this 
decision. She shot 78. x 120. Official re- 
port. 


A SILHOUETTE REPORT

The fastest growing shooting sport, 
Metallic Silhouette, now has a black eye. 
The National Championships recently 
held in Phoenix, Arizona saw Bill 
Berkley of Tucson crowned the National 
Champion. However, the real champion 
was SP/4 Karen Monez, a 24 year old, 95 
Ib. lady from Fort Worth, Texas and the 
United State Army Marksmanship Unit at 
Fort Benning, Georgia. She actually had 
one more hit in the match than did 
Berkley, but was declared ineligible for 
awards because of a rule interpretation 
as to her rifle stock design by NRA 
referee, Ben Avery. 

She first drew attention to herself by 
her outstanding shooting during the 
practice match and the ensuing shootoff 
for third place which she won. Her rifle 
stock was protested by one of the dis- 
gruntled shooters and Avery told her, in 
his opinion, the stock design was not a 
hunting rifle ‘type’ and not within the 
spirit or intent of the game. Although 
there was no rule as to stock dimension, 
design, or conformation and many varia- 
tions were allowed which are not nor- 
mally used for hunting, her stock was 
singled out. She accepted this decision 
and asked what alterations she must 
make in order to use the rifle in the com- 
petition the following day. He told her if 
she altered the cheekpiece so the bolt 
could be easily removed she would be 
allowed to use the rifle in the actual 
competition. She took the rifle to a gun- 
smith and complied with his edict and 
had the cheekpiece altered only to find, 
after arriving at the range the following 
day, (45 minutes before the match) that 
Mr. Avery had changed his mind. He 
told her he had decided the stock was of 
a target design, not hunting design, and 
disregarded what he had told her the 
previous day, even though she had com- 


plied with his request, and she would not 
be allowed to compete for awards if she 
used the stock. She decided to compete 
in the match with her own rifle, rather 
than borrow an unfamiliar one on such 
late notice, and not compete for awards. 

Even though Ben Avery is a personal 
friend and has done a tremendous 
amount of good for the shooting sport, 
his decision did the sport a dis-service. 
His interpretation as to the spirit of an 
ambiguous rule, in my opinion, was 
wrong, but the reversal of his word to 
Karen as to the alteration necessary for 
legality was inexcusable for an NRA 
referee. 

Because of Karen’s unfortunate inci- 
dent the silhouette rules were altered 
during the committee meeting in 
Phoenix and strict dimensions of stock 
design were adopted. In the future, eve- 
ryone will have guidelines to go by and 
interpretations as to spirit, intent and 
hunting rifle ‘type’ will not be a con- 
sideration. One other change must be 
made also. The Silhouette National 
Championships must adopt a protest 
committee similar to those used in all 
other NRA national championships so 
that one man, ie., referee, does not have 
final authority. Under the circumstances, 
| feel sure that a protest committee 
would have overruled Mr. Avery’s deci- 
sion. 

Even though Karen was denied the 
National Championship this year, her 
outstanding performance was not due to 
her use of an illegal stock but her out- 
standing ability as a standing shooter. 
She will be a dynamic force in silhouette 
shooting for many years. Incidentally, 
her stock missed passing the newly 
adopted rule by 3/4 of an inch in the 
depth of the forend in front of the trigger 
guard.

Most barrels were of Gregoire, Apex 
or Douglas origin, while Taylor and 
Robbins were the favorite gunsmiths 
and stockers.

Single Shot 
Rifles 


LEAD BULLET CHAMBER 
SEATING GUIDE 


In the last few years the single shot ri- 
fle shooters using plain base lead-tin 
alloy bullets have taken to paying atten- 
tion to “Tremendous Trifles.”” A review 
of my recent report in this paper on this 
type shooting will show what they are 
doing today. One of these ‘‘trifles’ is 
shown by the drawing included with this 
article. You will note that a lot of dimen- 
sions are called for but left blank. This is 
due to the fact that no two chambers in 
these rifles are hardly ever alike. Too, 
the drawing can, and probably will, be 
used for various calibers. It will give you 
an idea of how | prepare to make my own 
Chamber Bullet Guide Seaters regard- 
less of the caliber. 

Caution No. 1 

You are going to have a .005-.010” 
wall thickness at the mouth of the cham- 
ber guide and back for a short distance. 
This is very thin so be careful in machin- 
ing and handling it. First | put a small 
punch mark on the bar stock beyond 
where it will be machined and close to 
the collet or lathe chuck. This is an 
orientation spot to place the job back in 
the holder the same each time it is taken 
out for trial fitting. 

Rough turn the outside taper or the 
two diameters (in alternate OD method) 
leaving about .010” of stock to come off 
later. Then drill and finish bore the in- 
side diameter (leave back end larger 
diameter and work it out later by turning 
it end-for-end in collet or whatever your 
holding method is) to within .002-.003” 
of the finished diameter. Then finish turn 
the outside and remove it and try it in the 
chamber for ease of insertion and ex- 
traction: It will probably need touching 
up to make it fit freely — DON’T FORCE. 
See caution No. 2. 

Caution No. 2 
If the brass chamber guide cannot be

fully inserted with the finger, DO NOT 
FORCE IT INTO THE CHAMBER! The 
extractor might not pull it out. Have the 
rim diameter machined back slightly 
before trying it in the chamber and coun- 
terbore at the end of barrel. When you 
have it fitting the chamber and counter- 
bore to suit you, then replace it by using 
the orientation spot on the bar and finish 
bore the inside to fit your bullet, using a 
good bullet as a gage. Such thin walls in 
this type of material want to move away 
from the cutting tool pressure. Cut it off 
the bar and leave .010-.020’’ stock to 
come off the rim later when you bore out 
the larger diameter at the back end. 
The alternate machining method for 
the outside contacts front and rear of the 
chamber works as well as finding out the 
chamber taper, setting up a lathe taper 
attachment, or compound, for this taper. 
It is a lot less work. All you want is a light 


contact at the back and front ends of the 
chamber for a short distance, concentric 
with the inside diameter. Concentricity 
of the 5/32” length it not so critical. The 
overall length of this guide should be 
.010-.020” shorter than your chamber. 

| make the seating plunger complete 
as shown and to the dimensions | want. 
Then | glue in the tip and finish it. The 
tips of the materials called out on the 
drawing | attach with Elmer’s Glue, and 
clamp in a vise overnight. | have never 
had one come loose. 

The enlarged end of the seating 
plunger is to engage against the 
shoulder in the chamber guide and be 
extracted along with the guide. Other- 
wise grease will accumulate on the end 
of the plunger, stick to the base of the 
bullet, and you’ll remove the guide and 
leave the plunger in the chamber to fish

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Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


| have just finished reading a column 
entitled ‘‘Benchrest’”’ by Skip Gordon 
who keeps the Australian shooter up 
with the America scene via the pages of 
the Australian Shooters’ Journal. In the 
article Skip mentions that the American 
Sporter Class Rifle could be reassessed. 
Speculation suggests that the weight 
limit could be lowered or a .25 caliber 
minimum could be introduced. | would 
like to utilize this month’s column to give 
shooters a few facts about the Australian 
Sporter Class specifications. If the 
Australian version would be suitable to 
our American brothers a gigantic step 
forward in search of world standardiza- 
tion could be made. 

There should be no doubt in anyones 
mind that the current American Sporter 
restriction of .23 calibre minimum has 
been directly responsible for the great

mint Rifles. 

The Australian Sporting Class Rifle is 
limited by weight to 8 pounds 13 ounces 
and scope magnification is restricted to 
12 power. Great improvement has been 
evident in the class over the past few 
years in both gear and scores. When one 
compares the 1969 National Champion- 
ship Top Ten equipment list to the one 
collated for 1977 improvement is in 
abundance. In 1969 the list consisted of 
Factory Remingtons, Sakos, Sportcos 
and Custom made Martinis while in 1977 
the actions and barrels of Light and 
Heavy were mirrored but the stocks were 
lighter and the barrels about 4 or 5 in- 
ches shorter. 

To illustrate the score improvements 
the following rundown in relation to Na- 
tional records should be evident. 


Up until 1973 there were no ten target 
matches so the Aggregate Record book 
begins then. 

Since Benchrest is developing in the 


United States, Canada, Italy and 
Australia with other countries showing 
an interest the time to standardize is 
now, not in ten years. Perhaps the 
Australian Sporter could satisfy your 
needs. The first (always the worst and 
the hardest) step could be taken in this 
direction. | believe the Australian 
Benchrest Chairman, Nev Madden has 
approached both Wally Hart and Walt 
Berger on this subject and the develop- 
ments of their liaison could prove not 
only interesting reading, but also 
beneficial to all Benchrest Associations.

classes en masse and is no longer con- 
fined to the Sporter. In essence this 
leaves no true Sporter class in America; 
but a double Light Varmint one with a 
caliber minimum restriction while the 
other is free of such restriction. 

Around 1972 a suggestion was put for- 
ward in Australia that we abandon our 
Sporter Class in favor of the American 
specifications. The shooters in all States 
counselled their Delegates to express 
dissatisfaction with the overture and the 
idea never saw the light of day. Shooters 
based their actions on the popularity of 
the class; plus the long term benefits of 
it as a class that would stand the test of 
time due to its peculiarity. Shooters also 
pointed out that the Australian specifica- 
tions typified the word Sporter and/or 
Sporting as most manufacturers adver- 
tise their 7.5-8.0 pound rifles as such. Ri- 
fles above that weight are billed as Var- 
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Single Shot Rifles 


out. Also, you cannot insert the steel end 
in the guide and have it contact the bore 
and ruin a fine barrel such as | have seen 
done a number of times by using an all- 
steel (of either fixed or adjustable) type 
seater that was set out too far. You want 
the overall length of this plunger seater 
just sufficient to place the base end of 
the bullet well out of the chamber and in 
the barrel just far enough to barely gas 
seal in all grooves. 
Caution No. 3 

In use DON’T insert the chamber 
guide’s rim AHEAD of the extractor! 

Some shooters have taken a fully ex- 
panded cartridge case from their bar- 
rel’s chamber and bored out the back 


end of the case as shown in the drawing 
and used it for their chamber guide. It 
works fairly well and is much better than 
just a case with a plug glued in the end 
for a seater. Of course, they made a 
plunger seater too. 

This type seater and guide is usually 
used in conjunction with a removable 
jack of some sort to push on the end of 
the plunger. The jacks usually drop into 
the block slot of the Stevens and Ballard 
or on a fixed base screwed to the top of 
the tang to serve as a leverage base for 
the jack. The jack handle is a bail-sort 
arrangement to clear the scope when 
pushing it forward. Any other convenient 
method (without making a jack) can be 
used to push the plunger end in flush 
with the end of the chamber guide or the 
end of the barrel.

CURRENT TRENDS 


Time changes all things, and so it is in 
the benchrester’s world. If continuous 
progress is to be had in equipment per- 
formance there must be change. Change 
in rifles, bullets, powder and, most im- 
portantly, changes in our thinking. 
Progress stops when we are hampered 
by tradition. What was satisfactory ac- 
curacy a few years ago just isn’t going to 
get by today. 

For example, a few years back if you 
had a rifle that was able to shoot quarter 
inch groups with consistency, you 
could, if you doped conditions properly, 
take home top aggregates. Today a 
quarter inch rifle, regardless of class, 
will shoot some nice groups but will win 
very few trophies for you. There are a 
large number of rifles that now perform 
with consistency down in the thousands 
and are being shot by competitors who 
are skilled in range evaluation from shot 
to shot. These competitors are our cur- 
rent crop of shooters who are at their 
peak and have the required equipment. 
A shooter will, during his competition 
days, reach a level of outstanding per- 
formance. These are the people we see 
taking control of matches listed in these 
pages. 

A look at current trends in equipment 
over the last two or three years might 
give us some indicators as to what has 
brought shooter performance up to the 
present level. | should add that although 
groups down below .100 are not com- 
mon, they are showing up on the wailing 
wall in greater numbers when conditions 
are not too rough. 

The results of Super Shoot V are a 
good place to see what has changed and 
what has not changed so far as equip- 
ment is concerned. This result sheet 
represents a cross section of competi- 
tors from coast to coast. A review of the 
top thirty shooter’s equipment will give

some insight as to what these top com- 
petitors were most successful with; and 
the trends taking place throughout the 
U.S. 

The caliber bullet in the Heavy Varmint 
class that shows up the most is .224’’, 16 
of them. Thirteen were 6mm and 1 was 
.308. This shows a steady increase in 
6mm rifles in this class with the .224’s 
holding their own. Larry Baggett who 
took top honors used a .224 in all but the 
Light Varmint class at 200 yards where 
he used the 6X47. The PPC enjoyed 
great popularity. More on that later. The 
really important point is that the 6mm 
used by the PPC shooters and the 6X47 
has increased in number. This is the out- 
growth, in my view, of better 6mm 
bullets, both handmade and factory. In 
the past, 6mm bullets of top quality were 
hard to come by. Clarence Detsch 
should be given credit for getting quality 
bullets into the hands of shooters. They 
have resulted in the gain in performance 
possible and triggered the development 
of quality bullets from other sources. 
Make note that in 22 caliber still holds 
the lead in the Heavy Varmint class. 

In the Light Varmint class the 6mm 
takes over among those top thirty 
shooters. Twenty one were 6mm. This is 
the result of more and more competitors 
building their ten and a half pound rifles 
on a6mm cartridge, enabling that rifle to 
be used in both the Light Varmint and 
Sporter classes. A two for one rifle! As 
noted before, the availability of good 
6mm bullets has brought forth some new 
cartridges. In the Light Varmint class 
there were eight PPC’s and seven 
6X47’s. The balance of the 6’s were 
some other cartridge in a current wildcat 
stage. 

While on the subject of cartridge 
development, there seems to be a major 
trend toward short fat cartridges in both 
.224 and .243. The first of these is the 
PPC, and all indications are that Ferris 


Pindell and Dr. Lou Palmisano really 
started something. Other competitors 
have taken this basic idea and are using 
other approaches with the same out- 
standing results. For example, Allan 
King of Canada, working with Ed 
Ferguson, Jr., developed the 6X39. Made 
on the .308 case it has turned in some 
fine aggregates in recent months. Both 
these cartridges are covered in great 
detail by Neal Knox and Allen King in the 
Sept.-Oct. '77 issue of Rifle Magazine. In 
addition, at least one major manufac- 
turer is currently working on a cartridge 
with the same basic concept in both .224 
and .243. It too is performing with fine 
results. 

As to cases and primer selection, 
Remington Arms Co. had just about 
complete control of these for a number 
of years. Sometime after Remington in- 
troduced the 7 1/2 primer, there was a 
change. When things settled down 
Federal took over in both case and 
primer selection. 

A review of scope selection shows 
that only one of the top thirty entries 
used the long popular Unertl line. The 
availability of light, internally adjusted 
scopes made by Lyman and Leupold, 
with improved optics in these scopes, 
has made them the leaders in these two 
classes. The past trend of 20X scopes 
has fallen and the trend is now for high 
power scopes. The past few years found 
25X in demand. Today 30X is becoming 
the power most often selected. These 
are scopes in 20, 24 and 25 power that 
have been brought up to 30X by optic 
modification; Wally Siebert being the 
gent who gets this accomplished. 

Hart and McMillan barrels dominate 
the top thirty of both classes. 

The fiberglass stock is “in” among top 
competitors. The listing under stocks is 
often the gent who did the bedding and 
stock finishing not the maker of the 
basic stock. Brown and McMillan lead in

this field and both enjoy equal 
popularity. 

In the area of bullets, handmade 
custom bullets continue to take the lead 
over any and all commercial bullets. This 
trend started in the 1950’s when quality 
bullet making dies came about. These 
bullets continue to be selected most 
often with Remington 52 grain match 
bullets showing up in some numbers. 
Bullets offered by Detsch, Shilen, Hart 
and McCracken are widely used. They 
are considered a custom bullet and are 
handmade with great care and quality 
control. Many competitors continue to 
make their own. 

Now that these factors have been ex- 
tracted from the result sheet, a look at 
trends can be made. | might add that a 
review of equipment listed on match 
result sheets from other matches indi- 
cates the same kind of data. 

Fiberglass stocks are here to stay, in 
my view. A few short years from now we 
will see few, if any, wood stocks in use 
among the Sporter, Light Varmint or 
Heavy Varmint class rifles. The glue-in 
action or barrel is rapidly taking over 
from other forms of bedding. 

The fact that the 6mm bore in the 
10 1/2 pound rifle is gaining in popularity 
might indicate the need for but one class 
rather than our present Light Varmint 
and Sporter. Twenty-one of the thirty 
competitors in the Light Varmint class 
were using 6mm rifles. Perhaps we need 
only a 10 1/2 pound class and a 13 1/2 
pound class. This is something the 
leadership of NBRSA and IBS might 
start thinking about. The vast improve- 
ment in cartridges and bullets for the 
6mm has made major inroads into the 
popularity of the .224 caliber as noted in 
the Light Varmint results. 

Scopes used on these two classes, as 
well as Sporter, are now of higher power 
with less weight and internally adjusted 
cross-hairs. Lyman took the lead here 
with their 20X, followed by Leupold. The 
new 25X Lyman, as | have noted here in 
past issues, has fine optics. So does the 
24X Leupold. Shooters still want higher 
power. 30X is in demand. Unertl has lost 
the lead because of weight, power and 
external knobs. Will the scope manufac- 
turers come up with higher power 
scopes with good optics and light 
weight? The one who does will sell some 
scopes. Will the demand for higher 
power stop at 30X? Ah, there’s the rub! 
There is a limit in power if light weight 
and good optics are to remain. 

Another factor that has entered the 
picture should be brought up at this 
point as the result of conversations with 
competitors at matches during the past

year. Barrel life expected by those 
shooters using 6mm cases and bullets, 
which produce high velocities, has 
declined. This expected level is some 
one-fourth less than experienced with 
cases such as the .222, .223, .222 Mag. 
and wildcats made up on these cases. 
The reason for this is evident when load- 
ing data, along with pressure and 
velocity, is reviewed on the new 6mm 
cases in question. When driving heavier 
bullets at relatively high velocity, with 
higher pressures, we have to use more 
powder. The results are higher tem- 
peratures and barrel erosion rates. This 
is a fact of life. The .219 Donaldson 
Wasp, when widely used by competitors, 
produced the same degree of shortened 
barrel life. For example, if we want 3,200 
fps with a 6mm 70 grain bullet, we pro- 
duce a chamber pressure of some 65,000 
pounds. Drop the load down for the 
same powder to obtain 2,950 fps and the 
chamber pressure drops down to 50,000 
pounds with lower temperatures and 
slower barrel erosion. 

The results published from matches 
throughout the year will provide an in- 
sight into developments and trends. 
Those folks who are the current crop of 
top benchresters are putting it all 
together with equipment that is tuned to 
top performance. 

The two gun aggregate winner, Larry 
Baggett, used a 224 for all but the Light 
Varmint 200 yard groups. Walt Berger, 
that salty shooter from K.C., was 3rd in 
the two gun aggregate with a .224 just 
.0152” behind Larry. 

If our reader is at that point where he 
(or she) is about to build a rifle his first 
question is usually ‘‘what cartridge?” As 
can be seen here, there is a trend toward 
a .243 bullet driven at higher velocity ina 
smaller case. It’s too soon to throw away 
the dies and cases for some of the old 
standards. The heavy bullet-higher 
velocity idea is to overcome wind drift: 
the same thinking that brought the .308 
to the bench rifle. Wind-bucking ability 
is the name of the game. My point is that 
the state of the art is rapidly approach-

ing a point where the bottom line is the 
competitor’s ability to dope wind and 
mirage. Larry Baggett was shooting 
right along with all the 6’s and .308’s that 
wanted to win, too. Larry got it done, and 
with a .224. There has to be a message 
there. I'll qualify that. At this point in 
time!

DOWN IN 19772 
Something to Think About 


It has been brought to my attention 
several times over this past shooting 
season that IBS registered match atten- 
dance is down from previous years. We 
are picking up a few new shooters here 
and there, but when you look around 
there are more faces missing from the 
year before than there are new ones. The 
only problem this lack of attendance is 
going to solve is that the shooters who 
do attend registered matches are going 
to be finished earlier on Sunday after- 
noon. | will give some of the reasons | 
have heard from other shooters, and 
some of my own, for this sudden drop in 
attendance. 

First of all there are new ranges that 
have been established in recent years. 
Each of these holds at least two 
registered matches in the summer. This 
is great; but if two new ranges pop up 
and hold two matches each that is four 
weekends, or one month more, of shoot- 
ing. When the summer match schedule 
is set that is four more registered

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matches to be scheduled between other 
matches. 

The shooting season can be extended 
by starting in May and ending in October 
instead of starting in June and ending in 
the middle of August. | say spread these 
matches out instead of trying to cram 
them into June and July. In the month of 
July of 1976, there were five weekends 
and there was a registered match on 
each one of these. Five two-day matches 
with a one week break and then the In- 
ternationals for four days. | wanted to at- 
tend each one of those matches in 1976, 
but there was no way | could afford the 
time off or the money to go five 
weekends in a row and then make the In- 
ternationals. | am sure | was not alone. 
When matches are scheduled so close 
together some of the shooters are going 
to have to skip one to attend another. 
Some of the clubs lose a shooter that 
weekend. | want to see all of these clubs 
survive and new ones established, but if 
the match schedule is going to remain 
the same, it is going to hurt. This is not 
my opinion alone; it is the opinion of 
several shooters | have talked to re- 
cently. 

Another thing | have heard several 
times this summer is that at a registered 
match other than the Internationals the 
awards are so few that you have to be a 
top-notch shooter to even be close to 
taking anything home to show the wife 
for a weekend of hard work and con- 
centration. The average registered 
match offers nine trophies. If you don’t 
finish in the top three of the class you 
are shooting in, for the grand aggregate, 
you go home with nothing. You can win 
an aggregate at 100 or 200 yards and if 
you don’t make the top three in the 
grand, you get nothing but a patch from 
IBS in the mail a month or so later. The 
shooters would like a little to show for 
their effort if they win an aggregate ora 
match. The new shooter who has just in- 
vested $600 or $700 in a rifle to get in this 
great game of ours deserves a little 
something if he wins a match or places 
in the aggregate even if it is a fity-cent 
patch from the range. There is a lot of 
pride in hearing your name and stepping 
forward at the awards ceremony and 
receiving a small token for your achieve- 
ment. This may encourage him to con- 
tinue on to bigger and better things and 
he may encourage his friends to get in- 
volved in this sport. This is also the opi- 


nion of many shooters | have discussed 
it with. 

It is the opinion of some shooters that 
the Super Shoot has hurt attendance. 
Maybe it has. There are some competi- 
tors who spend money and vacation time 
to attend that match who would have 
been spending it on maybe one or two of 
the local matches. This may be true but 
that is, or | should say, has been up until 
now, the only match of its kind in the 
country where a guy can go and finish in 
100th place at 100 yards and bring home 
a $300 rifle. We can’t blame anyone for 
going to amatch of that caliber, can we? 
What we can do, in my own opinion, is 
offer that shooter a little more return on 
his investment. We cannot expect the 
local clubs to offer a Super Shoot prize 
list at every match but there is a little 
room for improvement, don’t you think? | 
believe if the members of this organiza- 
tion get together with their local clubs, 
attend meetings, and voice your opi- 
nions, somewhere besides in the car on 
the way home from a rifle match, some 
good could come of it. This would give 
the shooters a little something more to 
shoot for and a schedule of events that 
would be a little easier to attend. 

At our club, South Creek Rod & Gun 
Club, we held a match in September of 
‘77, in which all the awards were 
merchandise instead of trophies. This 
was an experiment to see if this type of 
match would attract more shooters in 
the future. In my opinion it was a com- 
plete success. The weather was horrible. 
It rained for a week in advance of the 
shoot. Rain was forecast for the week- 
end of the match. It was cold, windy and 
a downpour of rain prevailed 
Saturday afternoon. Sunday was a very 
cold day. We still had a good turnout of 
shooters; some from a great distance. | 
was in charge of distributing the prizes. 
We had seventy-five to eighty separate 
awards in all. | don’t remember present- 
ing any of the winners with their prize, 
no matter how small it was, that they 
didn’t smile and say thanks. Many said 
“Boy, that is more than | got the last time 
| won a match.” I’m not saying that this 
is the solution to our attendance prob- 
lem, but it may, in some way, shape or 
form, be a step in the right direction. | 
say give them something to shoot for 
and they will attend your matches. | per- 
sonally think many of you will agree with 
me on this. | realize, and many of you will 
agree with me, that we cannot expect to 
have every registered match put up a 
gigantic prize list to shoot for but a few 
more awards would not hurt at each 
match.

Sure thing! 
| recall reading somewhere that ap- 


| personally think we can alter the 
match schedule a little so that there are 
two matches per month spread over an 
extended shooting season. Also stand- 
ardize the dates for the championship 
matches, such as State Championship 
matches. Set the Internationals the same 
weekend every year so the other 
registered matches can be scheduled in 
between. 

This may help the shooters plan vaca- 
tions to attend these matches. This may 
give more shooters a better opportunity 
to support more of our many fine shoot- 
ing facilities. 

The award situation may also en- 
courage attendance if it is improved. At 
a match where awards are given for 
something other than the grand aggreg- 
ate, the average shooter who flips a half- 
inch in there at a hundred yards once in 
a while, still has a chance to win some- 
thing. Let’s give him a chance to take 
home some of the goods. It may en- 
courage him to come back again.

When planning the specifications for a 
benchrest rifle chamber, what is the 
most accurate? A tight neck or one that 
has to be sized? 

If sized how much should the case be 
sized? 


To my knowledge the only accuracy 
value the tight neck chambers might 
have over the standard is the fact that 
the necks cannot be distorted when siz- 
ing and thus lose their concentricity. 

If you use aneck die which produces a 
concentric round | doubt if the 
difference between the two could be 
seen. 

My own personal preference is to have 
a chamber neck diameter just enough 
larger than the loaded round diameter so 
that sizing of only .002 will allow the 
case to hold the bullet firmly.

Also, what rifling twist should be 
used? 


| seriously doubt if one stock will allow 
you to do what you desire. 

With the Hunter Class competition 
what it is today you had better take full 
advantage of that nearly flat 2 1/4” wide 
forend and the 10 lb. maximum weight 
limit. 

Handling such a stock in the field 
could sure get old quick. 

You might consider stocking the rifle 
with a Hunter Class stock for that type 
work and just modify the factory stock 
for field use. 

You might also equip a field style 
stock with a removable 2 1/4” wide plate 
on the forend. 

As to twist rate, my preference would 
be 12” for the combination rifle.
